3. So far as storage of duty paid goods for the reasons at 

(b) to (e> are concerned this will be permitted generally 
under the following conditions: — 

(i) The place in the factory where duty-paid goods are 
to be stored should be duly declared and approved by the 
Superintendent. 

(ii) The storage place should be separate and distinct 
from the place forming the main factory and approved 
rooms for non-duty paid goods. 

(iii) Movement of goods after payment of duty from the 
bonded storeroom to the approved duty paid storage within 
the licensed factory should take place under the supervi- 
sion of the factory officer, no gate pass being necessary for 
the purposes.
